'The Registration Act 
A Report from The President 
William Lyman, АТА 


House Bill 4170 was signed by Governor Milliken on 
May 8, 1970. This bill is an amendment to the Registration 
Act of 1937 (Act 240). The major change in the act is the 
creation of three separate examining boards: one for archi- 
tects, one for engineers and one for land surveyors. Each 
board will have five members: three from the profession 
represented by the particular beard and one each from 
the other two professions. Terms of office will be four 
years except for the initial terms which will vary from one 
to four years. 

A second provision in the act sets up the minimal ma- 
chinery for integrating the operations of the three boards. 
The act requires that at least one joint meeting of the 
three boards be held each year. It further states that “where 
the operations of two or more of the professions overlap 
or require coordination and correlation, the boards for the 
professions involved shall meet jointly on the call of the 
chairman of any board involved to act as an integrating 
body to consider and recommend matters of policy.” 

At one point in the deliberations regarding the proposed 
amendments to the act, a proposal was made that a “coun- 
cil" or "superboard" be created in the statute to provide 
the necessary integration between boards. This proposal 
was eventually abandoned in favor of a more voluntary 
procedure for integrating the operations of the three 
boards. 

The new act contains two other important provisions or 
changes. The first permits graduates of “a school or college 
acceptable to the board” to take portions of the architec- 
tural examination at the time of graduation. The require- 
ments for taking the “practical experience” portions of the 
total examination remain as before: upon completion of 
a total of eight years of schooling and practical experience 
with the minimum of practical experience being three years. 

An amendment to the act passed by the 1969 Legislature 
states that “Beginning January 1, 1977, applicants for regis- 
tration shall have a baccalaureate degree or equivalent edu- 
cation acceptable to the board.” The new act contains the 
following language relating to the 1969 amendment: “An 
applicant who successfully completes studies which will be 
followed by a baccalaureate degree in a professional school 
or college acceptable to the board or who, before January 
1, 1973, completes four years practice experience acceptable 
to the board, may take an examination which will indicate 
his understanding of the theory pertaining to his profession. 
An applicant who passes this examination is not required 


to repeat it regardless of when he takes the examination 
required by paragraph (b) "(Practical experience parts of 
the examination). And further: "Any person who has com- 
menced the taking of examinations provided hereunder 
(Sec. 12.1) shall be permitted to complete the taking of 
those examinations notwithstanding any provisions hereto 
to the contrary." 

The final major provision of the new act builds into the 
statute procedures for hearings and appeals by applicants 
for registration. The gist of this language is as follows: 

1. “The board is required to mail a written notice of his 
grades to each applicant who has taken the examina- 
tion. 

2. On written request by an applicant filed with the 
board within 30 days after notice of his grades has 
been mailed to him, the board shall mail to him, with- 
in a reasonable time, the comments of the board on 
those parts of the examination which he failed to pass. 

3. Within 20 days after the comments are mailed, the 
applicant may request an informal hearing before 
the board, or a hearing in accordance with and sub- 
ject to the provisions of Act. No. 306 of the Public 
Acts of 1969. At either kind of hearing the applicant 
may be represented by an attorney. The decision of 
the board after an informal hearing shall be recorded 
in its minutes and notice of the decision mailed to 
the applicant. If the applicant is dissatisfied with this 
decision, he may request a hearing which shall be 
subject to Act. No. 306 of the Public Acts of 1969. 

The last paragraph of the new act corrects an incon- 
sistency in Sec. 18 of Act 240 which now reads that public 
works not in excess of $5,000 do not require engaging the 
services of a registered architect or registered professional 
engineer. 

Court of Appeals Order 

The Court of Appeals Order last December held that 
the Registration Act (Act 240) was unconstitutional as far 
as architects were concerned. The 1963 Constitution re- 
quired that a majority of any examining board be mem- 
bers of the profession being examined. The "old" regist 
tion board, three of whose seven members were architects, 
did not fulfill this requirement. Two amendments to the 
original court order permitted the architectural examina- 
tions to be held last December and expiring architectural 
licenses to be renewed. The Attorney General ruled out a 
further amendment which would have permitted the board 
to release the results of the December examinations. 
New Separate Act or Amendment 

The basic question which faced the Society following 
the court order was whether to use the opportunity to go 
for a separate act for architects or go the amendment 
route. Initially there was some vacillation on this point on 
the part of those involved in the discussions. However, 
when all the facts were in, the only practical course ap- 
peared to be the amendment route. The legislature, in 
this an election year, was not in the mood for basic changes 


in legislation nor was there sufficient time to study and 
prepare adequate new legislation. Neither the engineers 
nor the land surveyors were ready to accept the principle 
of separate acts. Both indicated the possibility of no sup- 
port or even overt opposition to a separate act for archi- 
tects or an expiration date for the present act. A new sepa- 
rate act for architects would have been based on a set of 
"Legislative Guidelines" which will be presented for adop- 
tion by the AIA and NCARB at the June Convention in 
Boston. At this point there is no way of knowing whether 
these "Guidelines" will be adopted at Boston. They have 
been prepared over the past two or three years by a joint 
committee of the AIA and NCARB. To base new legisla- 
tion on them at this time would have been a little pre- 
mature. These "Legislative Guidelines" cover the follow- 
ing five areas: 1. Definition of the practice of architecture. 
2. Restrictions on activities in which licensed architects 
may engage. 3. Qualifications for licensing under state pro- 
cedure. 4. Interstate practice and, 5. Firm practice. 

The Short-Range Problem 

The shortrange problem in this instance was to get the 
architects’ board back in operation, to eliminate the state 
of limbo in which 180-odd applicants for registration found 
themselves, and to permit numerous requests for registra- 
tion by reciprocity to be processed. Much of the confusion 
and delay in obtaining passage of House Bill 4170 resulted 
from a refusal on the part of some to view the total prob- 
lem in terms of its short-range aspects and its long-range 
aspects. In signifying its approval of House Bill 4170, the 
Society was quick to point out that it did not view the bill 
asa permanent solution to the problem of registration of 
architects, engineers and land surveyors in Michigan. 

The Long-Range Problem 

The long-range promblem is to develop up-to-date legis- 
lation covering the registration of the three professions in 
question. Whereas there is some question whether the other 
two professions would have admitted this a year ago, the 
writer is convinced they now see the need as clearly as the 
architects see it. During the writing and amending of House 
Bill 4170, the Society addressed a communication to the 
engineers and land surveyors recommending that they ap- 
point three members of their respective professions to sit 
down with three members of the architectural profession 
to review the whole question of registration. They have re- 
sponded affirmatively and the writer is fully convinced of 
their sincerity in going about this task. 

In further support of this endeavor, Representative Ray- 
mond Smit of Ann Arbor, sponsor of House Bill 4170, 1 
introduced a concurrent resolution in the House (HCR 457) 
which calls for a complete review of the registration law 
This resolution would set up a legislative study committe 
consisting of five members of the House and five members 
of the Senate. They would be charged with reporting their 
findings and recommendations to the 1971 Legislature. As 
of this writing, this resolution has been referred to the 
Committee on House Policy.
